Kevorkian was present Saturday at the carbon 
monoxide death of an ailing 72-ycar-old 
woman, the 21st death the advocate of assist- 
ed suicide has attended since 1990. 

Authorities ruled the death of Margaret 
Gorrish a homicide. She died at her home in 
Royal Oak, the Detroit suburb where 
Kevorkian used to live. 

Kevorkian lawyer Michael Schwartz said in 
a statement that the doctor was present when 
Mrs. Gorrish “chose to end her sulTcring by 
• mercifully ending her own life, at her home.'* 

' It was the fust death involving Kevorkian in 
. more than a year. ' 

Mrs. Garfish’s husband of 50 years, 
William, ohd two of her three sons were also 
present, Schwartz said.

Kevorkian, a retired pathologist, had been 
counseling Mrs. Garrish for two years, 
Schwartz said, She suiTcred from rheumatoid 
arthritis^ colonic diverticulitis, osteoporosis 
and otlier ailments. Both legs had been ampu- 
tated and she hud lost on eye. 

Mrs. Garrish was the v>'oman who oppeared 
with Kevorkian on a videotape released eight 
months ago, sayingher doctors had refused to 
give her adequate pain medication. 'Tm real- 
ly full of despair because the pain can't be 
controlled," she said on the tape played for ru- 
porlcRi lost March.

TWIN FALLS - In Idaho. Johnny doesn't 
have to go to scluHil if his parents don’t want 
Imiuo. . ... 

Instead, he can slay at hume and learn there - 
and it’s likely that no bureaucrat or professional 
teacher will ever check to make sure he's gel- 
ling an adequate education. 

Many.homc-schoolingparenLs do a goodjob, 
according to the results of standardized tests 
that some Idaho home .schoolers voluntarily 
lake. 

But adminisimtors in Minidoka, Jerome and 
Twin Falls school disiriels say that every year 
they hear complaints from neighbors and rela- 
tives of home-taught children who allege that 
children arc watching television instead of 


away at work. 

•‘I'm not opposed to home schooling, if it’s 
done well," said Jim Cobble, superintendent of 
the Jerome School District."! justdori’t know if 
allofit is being done well." 

In I992, the Idaho Legislature lifted the au- 
jhority of school districts to monitor home- 
schooling curriculums. 

School districts argued it was too much of a 
burden to keep track of how' well parenLs were 
meeting their goals for home schooling, said 
Rep. Fred Tilman. R-Ad.i County, sponsor of 
the hill and liimselt'a home-schooling parent. It 
was an exercise in futility when it came to en- 
forcement. he said. 

How many? 

Unlike many states, Idaho has no rules for 
home schooling: no standardized test requi’re- 
mcnls, no curriculum review by school offi- 
cials. Parents are not required to register with 
the slate, nor does the stale ask whut they arc 
leaching. 

In fact, no one even knows how many of Id a- 
ho's 242,000 school-agc children arc being 
taught at home. 

"We don’t know how many are out there,” 
said Judy Adamson, homo-education consultant 
with the Idaho Education Department. Nearly 
228,000 Idaho children were enrolled in public 
or private accredited schools in 1990, but the 
Education Dcparimeni had no accounting of the 
remaining 14,000.

Upbringing, rather than genetics, is 
the main factor in determining how 
you love — passionately, deeply or 
casually, according to psychologists at 
the Univcisity of California at Davis. 

"Individual diftcrences in romantic 


love arc due almost exclusively lo 
environment'," Niels G, Waller and 
Phillip R. Shaver conclude in the study 
published in Psychological Science and 
reported in today’s Los Angeles Times, 
“This is the first set of psychological 
variables, that L know of where hcri* 
lability plqys such a small role," Waller 


said. For the study.Tcscarchcrs asked 
338 female and 107 male twin pairs 
questions about love. About three- 
quarters of the pairs were identical 
twins and the rest were fmtemal twins, 
which usually shore only a portion of 
their genes. 

The researchers analyzed the twins' 
answers using University' of Toronto 
scale that divides nttitudcs inln_si'c 


parts such as Eros, Ludus and Mania. 

The twins were asked to respond lo 
50 statements, such as; ."] try lo keep 
my lover a little uncertain about my 
commitment to him-hcr." 

Their answers were used to fix their 
scores on each "love-dimension, " 
Those wlio scored high on Eros, for 


instance, were said to be self-confident, 
like intimacy and fall in love quickly. 
High Ludus scorers, according to the 
scale, don't usually like the intimacy 
thing or a serious relationship; ' 

The researchers reasoned that if 
genes ran the show on love niiiiudcs, 
identical twins should share' traits much 
mora often than fraternal twins. Not the 


“The take-home message here is that 
them ore strong influences that siblings 
share." Waller said. "They may possi- 
bly, be being exposed to the same par- 
ents, growing up in culturally homoge- 
neous neighborhoods, having similar 
peer groups, etc,, which shape their 
love altitudes."

President Clinton has already demon* 
strsted thiSthe and other liberals arc fully 
xapable offing to co-opt so-called moral 
and social issues like prayer in schools and 
family values from the incoming 
Republican majority in Congress. 

But that’s not the main reason 
Republicans should concentrate on institu- 
tional and economic issues like reducing 
the size of government, clirninating useless 
agencies, and slashing taxes and regula- 
tions when they come into power in 
January. ^ 

The Republicarjs should stick to such 
-issticsbewusc-thcyrare-^rhavc-becomc — 
during the regnancy of the New Deal para- 
digm - the proper domain of political 
action, and a solid consensus exists for 
smaller, less intrusive government. 

Moral and cultural issues, in a free and 
healthy society, should not fall within the 
domain of government at all. Bringing 
them into that domain - the domain of 
. power, coercion, political posturing, coali- 
tion-building, -influence-peddling, wheeling 
and dealing,' and democratic governance - 
further cheapens and-politicizes genuine 
moral and cultural concerns.

Rosie, a former grade-school teacher, understands 
well the limits ofa child's attention in the classroom, 
j, "In school, you arc always waiting for something to 
begin,” she says. "Waiting to start class. Waiting for 
the bell to ring. Waiting for school to get out.” 

Because home-schooled children generally Icam all 
-day-long, thcy-arc developing the habit of integrating 
their curiosity about the world into their lives, Rosie 
said. . 

“I view myself as a resource, rather than a person 
telling them when and where to ‘Icam," she said. 

After the breakfast bowls arc cleared, the academic 
scene shifts. The rest of the Stroebels' day is spent 
reading and writing quietly in a home full of library 
. books, dictionaries and educational games. 

Rebecca practices piano with Robby in the living 
room, then retreats to hertparents’ bedroom to type on 
the computer. Later, she curls up in a chair in the liv- 
ing room with a book about Greek mythology. She 
returns to the dining room table to study geometry. 

Janic reads sections of the newspaper, then writes in 
her journal in the living room. Later, in the dining 
room, she read^ chapter in a book about. Helen 
Keller. She conducts a science experiment on the • 
kitchen counter. 

Robby c^aws with crayons, and practices his speech 
lessons with his mother. For the. rest of the day, he 
builds and dismantles a Lego car garage on the living 
room floor. 

Contrary to- a belief that home schoolers suffer from 
loss of contact with their peers, the Stroebels' calendar

As a special add-on, expectant adoptive par- 
ents can buy insurance in case (he birth mother 
suffers a miscarriage or the child is stillborn.

ChileaiLcranberries ready- 
to invade U.S. diafket 

Upstart producer poised for piece of North American monopoly

VALDIVIA. Chile — It took a 
botched batch of cranberry margarita.s, 
S20 million and some help from the 
world’s biggest bumblebee, but a peren- 
nial American holiday favorite is spread- 
ing runners across this remote comer of 
South America. . 

And watch out, Massachusetts and 
Wisconsin: If this unlikely experiment 
holds up. Chilean cranberries, bigger and 
more abundant than the ones found in 
those top cranberry-producing states, 
will be pouring onto the world market by 
Thanksgiving I996. 

"At first, people here thought we were 
totally crazy." said Eldcn Slang, the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin cranberry expert 
and former Peace Corps worker who first 
envisioned bright red bogs in this cloud- 
hung land of volcanoes, "But I was con- 
vinced from the start this was a good 
place.’’ 

Just how good will remain unclear for 
a while. But with nearly 30 million tiny, 
hand-nurtured plants putting on their first 
pink .blooms this month, Chile is on (he 
ro.id to becoming the world's ihird- 
biggest cranberry producer, with perhaps 
the highest per-acre production in (he 
world. 


Until now. North America has had 
cranberries pretty much to itself. Except 
for 0 few small bogs in Europe and Kits- 
sio. the world’s cranberries about 
30,000 adres worth — arc grown and 
eaten in the United States and Canada. 
Massachusetts is the leading producer, 
and Wisconsin is second. 

Tlierc arc plenty of good reasons that 
cranberries, a fruit native to North Amer- 
ica. haven’t spread. further. They're 
finicky growers, requiring lots of water 
and exacting amounts of nutrients to 
thrive. For centuries the market for them 
has been limited mainly to Christmas 
garland.s and sauce for Thanksgiving : 
turkey. And their tart flavor leaves plenty 
of people puckering and grimacing. 

But the cranberry market began ex- 
panding enormously a few years ago. 
when cranberry juice bcc,nmc-a sought- 
aflcr ingredient in the increasingly popu- 
lar market for mi.xed Juices. 

That new popularity has led to some 
spot shortages, including the great mar- 
garila mixup of I99I that was the cata-- 
lyst for Chile’s new cranberry lndu.siry. 

That year. Warren Simmons, an en- 
trepreneur from Napa. Calif., traveled to 
Chile with the idea of investing in a 
vlneyard'or two. But ho was warned off 
by a consultant, who advised him to "do 


any fruit but grapes." he remembers. 

At about the same time, the cluin of 
Chevys Mexican re.siaunmis, which Sim- 
mons owned, decided to make cranberry 
inargariias the October .special, But when 
October rolled around, Ocean Spray, the 
supplier, ealled to back out. suying.it 
didn’t have enough berries. 

That .set Sirnmons thinking. And when 
he discovered a report Slang had written 
detailing Chile’s advantages for growing 
cranberrie.s. he hired the Wi.sconsin ex- 
pert — Staiig olllcially retires from the 
University of Wisconsin in January — 
and headed .south to form Cran Chile in 
1992. 

"You know. 30 years ago there was no 
qrange juice produced for export in 
Brazil." a country that now is u major 
world producer, noted Simmons, who' 
has invested S20 million in Cran Chile. 

"Then .somebody went up, to Florida, 
hired the Elden Slangs of orange juice, 
and now tliere are a lot of billionaires in 
Brazil." he .said. 

The road to riches in Chile, however, 
has been filled with us many potholes u.s 
the roads uround-Valdivia, a German 
logging and dairy sculemem in Chile’s 
volcuno-.siudded central valley.

Credit card crime rises 
during holiday season

NEW YORK — Amied with credit cards 
and Chris(ma.s lists, holiday shoppers arc 
crowding into stores and malls this weekend. 

So arc crooks. Credit card crime skyrockets 

pic use their cards more than any other time 
during the year. 

Card companies have issued warnings to 
customers in recent weeks to bo extra careful 
with their plasti c. 

"The potential for fraud really increases 
during the holidays," said Nancy Elder, 
spokeswoman for'Ncw York-based Master- 
Card. 

More fraudulent charges were made during 
the 1993 Christmas scoson than at any other 
time during the'lnst twelve months, according 
to RAM Rcscaieh Coqi,, a Maryland compa-_ 
ny that tracks credit card trends. 

— Fraud-losses-on-MastciCard-and-Visucards- 
rose to S92.5 million in January of this 
from S85.6 million in November 1993. ac- 
cording RAM. 

Things have improved since January. 
Tiianks to new technologies such as cncriptcd 
security codes on cards and computer sys- 
tems that flag unusual charge activity, fraud 
losses declined this year after rising for the 
last several years, said Robert McKinley, 
RAM president. 

But he' predicted that fraudwillsurge again 
this holiday shopping season. With more 
cards in circulation and consumers using 
them more this year compared to last, fraud- 
sters could rock up S300 million in charges 


this Christmas. McKinley estimates. ' 

The figure would represent less than I per- 
cent of the 5500 billion consumers will 
charge for the whole year. But the losses 
mean higher retail prices because retailers arc 
os^ssed higber fees by card companies. 

Consumers arc typically not rcsponsiolc ior 
moie than S50 in charges made on a lost or 
stolen cord. 

"Bui even if you don’t luive to pay for ait 
the charges, it doesn’t mean you won't liuve a 
hassle straitihlcniim oui the nrohlcnis and 
getting a new card.” said Ruth Susswein, 
spokeswoman, for UankCard Floldcrs of 
America, an association with 40.000 mem- 
bers.

The quarterly financial report to stockholders may 
be on the way out. 

More than a fifth of publicly traded companies sur- 
veyed by the National Investor Relations Institute 
have already stopped sending traditional quarterly 
reports to shareholders. A third of the 150 companies 
surveyed said that they still send the reports but mi^t 
stop doing so. 

Companies that have discontinued quarterly reports
